Wliat Our SuperiuteiKlciit Saw 

on His Trip to Mississippi. 

The Superintendent of this School 
reached home on Saturday evening, 
April 21st, after an absence of ten 
days spent in attending the Confer- 
ence of Principals of Institutions for 
the Deaf, at Jackson, Mississippi. 
Everywliere south of the Potomac, 
the weather was delightful, and in 
Jackson the visitors were delighted 
to find roses, green peas, snap beans, 
mulberries and now' potatoes in abun- 
dance.

Fc)r some rca.son the lighted caudle- 
snuifs under the other two cbai'ged 
holes did not iguiti' tlu' fn.^es leading 
to the powde)', and it is siij^iioscd 
llnit ( 'aviiiiaugh’.s body in falling 
bru.shed the lighted eundle-.snulTs 
;iwav without his liei ng aware of il. 
.Although momentarily ex])ecting to 
hear tlie deafening roai' of the ex- 
plosion of the two rcmainijig blasts, 
the firing of which would in the 
probability have proved bis death 
knell and left him a fi'ightfully 
mangled corpse, he still thought of 
the safety of his fellow-miners and 
luid the [irescnce of mind to waiui 
them of their danger. Such an exhi- 
bition of self-sacrificing heroism in 
the gloomy, silent underground work- 
ings of a mine — with the momentary 
I anticipation of a [tainful, tortui’iug 
'death staring the brave miner in the 
face — eclipses that of the deeds of 
the most valiant warrior who ever 
fell on a hattletiold. — Virignia ( .\i r.
